THE CANADIAN COAST GUARD COLLEGE 
Sydney, Nova Scotia, offers wonderful career 
opportunities co Canadian boys who have a 
hankering for a seafaring life and who want 
to see more of, and learn more about, their 
country. 


The college, which opened its doors to the 
first class of cadets in September 1965, has 
as ics purpose che training of both navigation 
and marine engineering officers for the 
Canadian Coast Guard. Its aim, apare from 
the nautical and academic aspects of che 
four year course of training, is the develop- 
ment of leadership qualities in the young 
men who, on completion of their training, are 
assigned to highly responsible positions as 
deck and engineroom officers aboard the 
Coast Guard ships. 


In such duties, they may serve aboard power- 
ful icebreakers, in speedy search and rescue 
craft, aboard the world’s most modern 
weather-oceanographic vessels, or in the 
lighthouse and buoy tending vessels chat 
constantly travel Canada’s shipping lanes 
to ensure that the nations’s marine commerce 
moves in safety. 


Ic is a service with a colorful history dacing 
back co che time of Confederation. In recent 
years it has grown rapidly co keep abreast 
of the development of Canada’s marine trade. 
Today the fleet has more than 60 vessels of 
Sea-going size and includes some of the most 
powerful and most modern ships of their type 
in the world. 


Biuincuat TRAINING 


The college training course is bilingual, so 
thac cadets of either English language or 
French language background will be able co 
serve, on completion of their training, aboard 
vessels anywhere in Canada. Subjects 
studied cover a wide range including, apare 
from those direcely concerned with ship's 
deck or engineroom operations, studies in 
the realms of mathematics and the sciences, 
business procedure, labour relations and 
other fields chat are relared to ship opera- 
tions in the modern marine world. 


Because of this, the cadet can look forward 
noc only to a seafaring career leading to 
Positions of senior Coast Guard rank, but 
also, if he some day chooses, in the many 
branches of che Federal Government service 
that are concerned with Canada’s non- 
military marine activities.

Four YEAR COURSE 


To be considered for admission co the Canadian 
Coast Guard College, an applicant must have 
reached his 16th but not his 21st birthday on 
September 1 of che year of enrollment. He must 
be aCanadian citizen or have ‘landed immigeant”® 
status. 


He must have completed his junior matriculacion 
or the equivalent, according to the secondary 
school system of his home province, and must 
have a sound foundation in physics and mathe- 
matics. 


THREE YEAR COURSE 


Candidates who have previously acquired the 
equivalent of completion of che Coast Guard 
College first year,*by having completed the first 
year of training ac an approved provincial marine 
school, may be admitted to the college at the 
second year level. 


ADDITIONAL SERVICE 


An applicant must be prepared co serve as an 
officer in the Canadian Coast Guard for a period 
of ac least three years following gcaduacion from 
college. 


SEA OR SHOP TIME 


All first year cadets have one month sea training 
in June and one summer term between July and 
September. Navigation cadets have four months 
sea training after the second year and four 
months afcer che third year. 


Marine engineering cadets have four months ma- 
chine shop time after the second year and four 
months after the third year,
